Immediately. John Travolta says 
he's not appearing in the film 
adaptation of L. Ron Hubberd's 
best-selling tome Batlefeld Earth 
because ofthe Scientology connection. Yes, the 
45-year-old Hollywood heavyweight is ἃ hard- 
core Scientologist and yes, L, Ron Hubbard is 
the founder of the Church οἱ Scientology, but 
πο, this is not part of some Scientology PR 
‘campaign. 

'L Ron Hubbard wrote numerous sclence fc- 
tion epics which created the seme kind of 
excitement amid sci-fi circles as Robert 
Heinlein's Stranger in a Strange Land ane Frank. 
Herbert's Dune,” says Travolta, sitting comfort- 
ably in an overstufled chair in a Beverly Hills 
hotel sute. “Other than being created by the 
‘same person, the two have virtually nothing to 
ddo with one another. 

‘Connection or no connection, the $100 mil- 
lion movie, which was shot on location in 
Montreal and Los Angeles under the direction 
‘of Roger Christian (Mastermind), is getting a lot 
Οἱ buzz. For one thing, it's ἃ John Travolta 
movie. For another, i's his frst appearance on 
the Silver Screen in 10 months, which, for him, 
is ike being away for 20 years. "I hope no one’s 
forgotten about me,” says Travolta, who's look- 
ing dapper, as always, in a black Armani suit 
and steel-gray tie, (Last year alone, he 
appeared in A Ohl Action, The Thin Red Line 
land The General's Daughter) And the buzz is 
also coming from the fact that this sounds like 
a preity neat movie 

Described as Independence Day meets Planet 
of the Apes, Ballfield Earth takes place in the 
year 3000. The story tells οἵ an advanced alien 
race called the Psychlos that has come to Earth 
to tap its mineral resources. Travolta plays Ter, 
the demented and vicious leader ofthe Psychlos 
Its up to the heroic Jonnie Goodboy ‘Tyler 
(played by Canadian actor Barry Pepper), one of 
the few remaining humans, to leave his remote 
village and lead a charge against the Psychlos, 

"W's going to be a really wild fim — audi- 
cences will be amazed,” beams Travolta, who 
also serves as producer. “The fan mail and 
‘email we've received since this film was 
announced has been extraordinary. I've never 
been involved with ἃ picture that’s had this 
amount of pre-excitement over it. This is one of 
the best science fiction novels ever written, so 
it's high time that it got made. I'm thrilled also 
‘cause I've never done a sci-i picture — it's the 
only genre 1 haven't done.” 


Jjefore Quentin Tarantino's Pulp Fiction came 

jalong in 1994 (Travolta earned an Oscar 
nomination for his portrayal of Vincent Vega in 
that flm) many believed he would never be in 


the position to be picky about film genres. His 
career, to put it in polite terms, was in limbo. 
He did the Look Who's Talking’ movies in the 
late eighties/early nineties, but no one was 
talking about him anymore. This was a big 
change for the Jersey boy who skyrocketed to 
fame in the seventies as the dimwitted Vinnie 
Barbarino in the popular TV sitcom Welcome 
Back, Kotter (1975), and then in Carre (1975), 
‘Saturday Night Fever (1977) — for which he 
received his first Oscar nomination — and 
Grease (1978), where his portrayal of Danny 
Zuko cemented his box office clout 

‘Travolta got the acting bug from his trish 
mother, Helen (who passed away in 1978), a 
former actress who taught high schoo! drama. 
By age 12, young John was performing in local 
dinner-theatre productions and musicals, 
which sparked his life-long interest in dance 
(skills that were first honed by tap-dance 
lessons ffom Gene Kellys brother, Fred). Ἵ

He quit high school at 16 ard moved to New 
York (he lived with his sisten to pursue an acting 
career. After doing some TV commercials, he 
made his Off-Broadway debut in Rain at 18, and 
justtwo years later was staring on Broadway in 
the World War Il musical Over Here!. He also. 
toured in the stage production of Grease and in 
1975 appeared in his frst feature, the horror ick 
The Devils Rain, Then a casting director tapped 
him to play ἃ part in a new TV sitcom called 
‘Welcome Back, Koter, and the rest is history. 

Just before getting the part of Vinnie in 
Welcome Back, Travolta, who had grown up in 
asstrict Roman Catholic family, converted to the 
controversial religion Scientology (also 
espoused by Hollywood celebs Tom Cruise, 
Jenna Elfman and Kirstie Alley). "Scientology 
saved my life," Travolta says. It kept me away 
from drugs and alcohol at a time when every 
‘one was leaning on substance abuse to sur- 
vive." Italzo helped him deal with tragedies, 
including the loss of his much older girtiend, 
actress Diana Hyland, to cancer in 1977, and 
then his mother a year later, also to cancer. 

‘While he wan't farce Scientology dawn your 
throat, he is completely willing to talk about it 
to anyone — including the President. When 
‘Travolta met with Bill Clinton before starting 
work on Primary Colors (1998), the thinly dis- 
guised account of Clinton's bid for the 
Presidency, Clinton offered to lend a hand in his 
fight for the rights of Scientologists and 
appointed Sandy Berger, his National Security 
‘advisor, as an administration liaison. “It's a 
viable religion, but it's only 0 years old," says 
‘Travolta of the bad rap associated with 
Scientology. “I'm sure Christianity had some 
problems, too, in its first $0 years.” >

nay not have won the Oscar, but 
in coming 36-year-old 
Aussie actor Russell Crowe feels 
he has conquered the world, “To 
me, it was an overwhelming priv 
ays of the Best Actor nomination 


rest of my career, no matter what crap I do: 


Thankiully there isnt too much of that com: 
ing down Crowe's career pipeline. He is suc. 
denly suring a tidal wave of popularity and 
being offered A-list projects after years of toil 
ing in Hollywood's trenches, f LA. Confidential 
(1997) frst piqued audience interest in Crowe, 
and The insider finally made his peers si up and 
take notice, then this month's Gladiator will 
carve in stone his reign as one of this genera: 
Directed by Ridley Scolt (Alen, Blade Runner 
Thelma & Louise), Gladiator is a sweeping char 
acter epic of Cecil Β. DeMille proportions that 
devotes as much attention to the gladiatorial 
brutality of ancient Rome as it does its assort 
‘ment of Machiavellian characters, in short, it's 
an action lm with brains. That's what intrigued 
Crowe, who says he'd been inundated with 
stacks of nonsensical action scripts, each οἱ 
worse than the last. But he admits that accept 
Ing Gladiator was sill a giant leap of faith 
"They basically said to me, ‘Look Russell, we 
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don’t Πᾶνε: ἃ script that you would care about 
Dut we've got a concept: Ridley Scott..185 AD 
you start the movie as a Roman General, Do 
you want to talk to Ridley? And I said, 
‘absolutely!', because that really got into my 
Imagination and 1 just could let it go. 

When Crowe finally did receive the script, 
he wasn't impressed. “They were right, it 
wasn't very good," he says with a laugh, firing 
up the first of many cigarettes. He's sitting ina 
suite at the Century Plaza in LA., dressed 
casually in black jeans and ἃ black shirt. “It 
was too modem, too cynical, had gags about 
advertising in it, It just didn’t make any sense 
to go to that place with such a facile set of 
dialogue and scenes. 

Remarkably, all the elements came together 
resulting in what is one of the first real Oscar 
contenders of the year. But it's ἃ chance Crowe 
doesn’t want to take again, "t tured out rel 
ly well, so we were lucky” he says. “But ifit had 
tured out bad, then that would've affected me 


‘ever taking a leap οἵ faith again. Because you 
ccan have 5.000 blokes charging through the 
forest on horseback, you can have lions and 
tigers, and you can have a spectacle as big as 
you want, but if you dont have a story that 
means anything to people, then there is really 
very little point to making the movie. 

“The fact it worked out so well is really sur 
prising," he adds, "because all we had was this 
concept and a belief in each other's abililies to 
pull tof 

That they did, The $110 milion lm pits 
Ccrowe, as beloved Roman General Maximus, 
against the conniving Emperor Commodus 
(Joaquin Phoenis), who decides Maximus must 
bbe executed in order to prevent his rightful claim 
to the throne, But Maximus escapes death, in 
ramatic fashion, by slaying his executioner, 
and is then exiled into slavery. where he quietly 
plots the downfall of the young emperor. Shot 
(on location in Malta and Morocco, director Scott 
leven went £0 far as to build a full-scale replica 
of the Roman Colosseum and a gladiator “train 
ing area" — complete with ferocious felines. 

"This was certainly the most physically 

demanding film ἔνα ever done,” says Crowe. 
"Wher | made (the hockey fl) ijstery, Alaska, 
1 didnt think | would ever find a movie where 1 
could punish myself any more tran that, but 1 
was wrong. | ended up cracking a bone in my 
foot. 1 fractured my hip [they had to shoot 
around him for a few daysf, both bicep tendons 
Popped out.
